Award by Congress Recognizes 
Services. of Explorer to 
Science and Aeronautics

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt presented today a. 
gold Congressional Medal to Lieut. 
Comdr, Lincoln Ellsworth in recog- 
nition of his Antarctic flight in 
1935, during which he claimed 350,- 
000 square miles of territory on 
behalf of the United States. The | 
explorer, accompanied by his wife, 
received the medal in the Executive 
offices. 

Commander Ellsworth was cited 
by the act awarding the medal ‘as 
having claimed for this country 
land ‘‘representing the last un- | 
claimed territory in the world.” ' 
The act also referred to his ‘‘ex- | 
ceptionally meritorious services to 
science and aeronautics.’ 

Previously Commander Ellsworth 
had received a medal of honor from | 
Congress in recognition of his flight 
over the North Pole with Roald 
Amundsen in 1928. He also has| 
received meédals from the Royal 
Italian Geographic Society,  the| 
Amercan Museum of Natural His- | 
tory, the American Geographic So- 
ciety and the National Geographic 
Society. Last October Commander | 
‘Ellsworth received in London a! 
medal of the Royal Geographical 
Society, awarded by King George 
"VI, in recognition of his contribu- 
tion to world geographic pen Oilers 
in the Antarctic flight. 

The Antarctic flight started on 
Nov. 23, 1935, and three weeks: 
was spent in the 2,500-mile trip | 
through the heart of ‘the south | 
polar region. Commander HElls- 
worth had as his pilot Herbert Hol- 
lick-Kenyon. They flew - from | 
Grahamland, on the Weddell Sea, | 
to Little America, on the Ross Sea. | 
They made four landings during 
the flight, and trekked the last 100 
miles on snowshoes to reach their 
goal.
